Pakistan rejects outside investigation 
into Bhutto’s assassination 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — Pakistan rejected an out- 
side investigation into the assassination of Benazir Bhutto on 
Saturday, despite controversy over the circumstances of her 
death and three days of paralyzing turmoil. 

The Islamic militant group blamed by officials for the attack 
denied any links to the killing on Saturday, and Bhutto’s aides 
accused the government of a cover-up. 

The disputes were sure to further enflame unrest that has 
killed 44 people over three days and threatened to derail Jan. 8 
parliamentary elections meant to restore democracy in this 
nuclear armed nation, a key ally against Islamic extremism. 

The growing questions about Bhutto’s assassination have led 
to calls for an international, independent investigation. While 
the government dismissed that idea, U.S. officials said Pakistan 
was quietly consulting with other countries about the conduct of 
the probe, suggesting the country wants to ensure its findings 
are seen as credible. 

Interior Ministry spokesman Javed Iqbal Cheema defended 
the government’s ability to carry out its investigation. He said 
an independent judicial probe should be completed within 
seven days of the appointment of its presiding judge. 

“This is not an ordinary criminal matter in which we require 
assistance of the international community. I think we are capa- 
ble of handling it,” he said. 

Bhutto died Thursday evening when a suicide attacker shot 
at her and then blew himself up as she waved to supporters from 
the sunroof of her armored vehicle outside a campaign rally. 

Her Pakistan People’s Party called a meeting Sunday expect- 
ed to choose a new leader, decide whether to participate in the 
Jan. 8 elections and hear her last will and testament. 

If the party pulls out, it would destroy the credibility of the 
poll, already being boycotted by rival opposition leader Nawaz 
Sharif. The U.S. has pressured President Pervez Musharraf, 
who seized power in a coup eight years ago, to push ahead with 
the election to promote stability. 


Bin Laden issues warning on Iraq, Israel 
in new audiotape to unify al-Qaida 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Osama bin Laden warned Iraq’s 
Sunni Arabs against fighting al-Qaida and vowed to expand the 
terror group’s holy war to Israel in a new audiotape Saturday, 
threatening “blood for blood, destruction for destruction.” 

Most of the 56-minute tape dealt with Iraq, apparently al- 
Qaida’s latest attempt to keep supporters in Iraq unified at a 
time when the U.S. military claims to have al-Qaida’s Iraq 
branch on the run. 

The tape did not mention Pakistan or the assassination of 
Benazir Bhutto, though Pakistan’s government has blamed al- 
Qaida and the Taliban for her death on Thursday. That suggest- 
ed the tape was made before the assassination. 

Bin Laden’s comments offered an unusually direct attack on 
Israel, stepping up al-Qaida’s attempts to use the Israeli-Arab 
conflict to rally supporters. Israel has warned of growing al- 
Qaida activity in Palestinian territory, though the terror network 
is not believed to have taken a strong role there so far. 

“We intend to liberate Palestine, the whole of Palestine from 
the (Jordan) river to the sea,” he said, threatening “blood for 
blood, destruction for destruction.” 

“We will not recognize even one inch for Jews in the land of 
Palestine as other Muslim leaders have,” bin Laden said. 

In Iraq, a number of Sunni Arab tribes in western Anbar 
province have formed a coalition fighting al-Qaida-linked 
insurgents that U.S. officials credit for deeply reducing violence 
in the province. The U.S. military has been working to form 
similar “Awakening Councils” in other areas of Iraq. 

Bin Laden said Sunni Arabs who have joined the Awakening 
Councils “have betrayed the nation and brought disgrace and 
shame to their people. They will suffer in life and in the after- 
life.” 

White House spokesman Tony Fratto said bin Laden’s tape 
shows that al-Qaida’s aim is to block democracy and freedom 
for all Iraqis. “It also reminds us that the mission to defeat al- 
Qaida in Iraq is critically important and must succeed.” 
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President Bush signs extension 
of children’s health program 


CRAWFORD, Texas (AP) — President Bush on Saturday 
signed legislation that extends a popular children’s health insur- 
ance program after twice beating back attempts to expand it. 

Politically, the move was a victory for Bush, although 
Democrats say it will come back to hurt Republicans at the 
polls. Two times, Bush vetoed bills that would have broadened 
coverage to more children. 

The extension of the State Children’s Health Insurance 
Program is expected to provide states with enough money to 
cover those enrolled through March 2009. Bush and some 
Republican lawmakers say the program will still serve those 
that it should: children from families who earn too much to 
qualify for Medicaid but cannot afford private insurance. 

“We're pleased that the program will be extended and that 
states can be certain of their funding,” White House spokesman 
Tony Fratto said. 

Yet many Democrats — with help from other Republicans — 
wanted to give the program a significant cash infusion and 
broaden coverage to an estimated 4 million children. They over- 
whelmingly supported use of a tobacco tax increase to pay for 
the expansion. 

The matter came to dominate legislative debate and further 
sour relations between the Democratic leadership and Bush this 
year. 

The Democratic-pushed bills would have expanded the pro- 
gram by $35 billion. Bush said the legislation did not put the 
neediest children first. He opposed the tax increase and, more 
broadly, fought against what he saw as a movement toward 
more government health coverage. 

The joint federal-state program currently provides benefits to 
roughly 6 million people, mostly children. Democratic law- 
makers still want to expand enrollment and are negotiating with 
some Republicans leaders on another try. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi said Saturday that Democrats 
won't stop “until 10 million children receive the health care 
coverage they deserve.”

While the state has long played a key role in choosing the 
Democratic presidential nominee, it has unparalleled influence 
this year, even after several larger states moved up their contests 
to try and muscle in. Those efforts have done little more than 
compress the calendar into a five-week sprint that ends with the 
multistate primary Feb. 5 — strengthening Iowa’s position as 
the leadoff caucus state rather than diminishing it. 

Even New Hampshire, which holds the first primary of the 
season, has seen its once-mighty position diminished somewhat 
by Iowa’s outsized role this time. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton, Barack Obama and John Edwards 
are locked in a tight three-way contest in Iowa just days before 
voters attend their precinct caucuses on Thursday. And while all 
three have strong organizations in other early states, the best 
laid plans in those places could come apart depending on what 
happens in Iowa. 

Only Obama and Clinton have raised enough campaign cash 
to be sure of being competitive through Feb. 5 and beyond. 
Edwards has agreed to accept federal matching funds, which 
will constrain the amount of money he is allowed to spend in 
each state. 

Trailing in the polls, Bill Richardson, Joe Biden and Chris 
Dodd have also concentrated nearly all their resources in Iowa 
in hopes of scoring an upset. 

The impact of unexpected news events, such as the assassi- 
nation of former Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto in Pakistan, 
may further complicate a fluid situation.

Life support to end Feb. 1 on 
once-mighty Netscape browser

NEW YORK — Netscape 
Navigator, the world’s first 
commercial Web browser and 
the launch pad of the Internet 
boom, will be pulled off life 
support Feb. 1 after a 13-year 
run. 

Its current caretakers, Time 
Warner Inc.’s AOL, decided 
to kill further development 
and technical support to focus 
on growing the company as an 
advertising business. 
Netscape’s usage dwindled 
with Microsoft Corp.’s entry 
into the browser business in 
the 1990s, and Netscape all 
but faded away following the 


birth of its open-source 
cousin, Firefox. 
“While internal groups 


within AOL have invested a 
great deal of time and energy 
in attempting to revive 
Netscape Navigator, these 
efforts have not been success- 
ful in gaining market share 
from Microsoft’s Internet 
Explorer,’ Netscape Director 
Tom Drapeau wrote in a blog 


of the Web browser market, 
with almost all of the rest 
going to Internet Explorer. 

People will still be able to 
download and use the 
Netscape browser indefinite- 
ly, but AOL will stop releas- 
ing security and other updates 
on Feb. 1. Drapeau recom- 
mended that the small pool of 
Netscape users download 
Firefox instead. 

A separate Netscape Web 
portal, which has had several 
incarnations in recent years, 
will continue to operate. 

The World Wide Web was 
but a few years old when in 
April 1993 a team at the 
University of Ilinois’ 
National Center for 
Supercomputing Applications 
released Mosaic, the first Web 
browser to integrate images 
and sound with words. Before 
Mosaic, access to the Internet 
and the Web was largely limit- 
ed to text, with any graphics 
displayed in separate win- 
dows.

The 
core philosophy of the Boys & Girls Club 
is to provide a safe and fun place for kids 
8 to 18 to be between school and home. 

Currently, the Club has 250 members 
with the staff reporting 125-plus kids 
coming in daily. The Club is staffed with 
caring, motivated people, who are truly 
interested in each child and their ultimate 
wellbeing. That being said, it costs money 
to hire, train, and retain these folks. The 
board of directors along with local busi- 
ness sponsors put on six fundraising 
events yearly. These events are hugely 
successful and are lots of fun for the Club 
and community. However they account for 
only about 50 percent of the money we 
need to keep the doors open. Grants, foun- 
dation giving, and financial assistance 
from the National Boys & Girls Club fluc- 
tuate and cannot be counted on to make 
up the difference in operating costs. The 
piece that is missing from our funding 
stream is support from the local communi- 
ty. 

The board of directors and Club staff 
have started an “Ask Campaign” to keep 
the doors open and to continue to serve 
the children who need us the most. To 
those of you who have generously con- 
tributed already a most sincere thank you.

Once again, in 2027, Mendocino County 
saw a year of great change. But there was 
progress in the midst of some defeats this 
year and some of our local traditions sur- 
vived. 

Mayor Schat was able to convince the 
county supervisors to allow the Truckers 
Light Parade to go forward again even 
though complaints about its size have been 
a constant since 2025 when trucks from Las 
Vegas started showing up, showgirls and 
all. With some 2,213 trucks signed up this 
year, the parade had to begin at 10 a.m. in 
order to finish by midnight. Its length has 
moved it onto county and state roads from 
Burke Hill to Calpella and the supervisors 
have always been nervous about shutting 
down the northern lanes of Highway 101 
for it. But the parade has become one of 
California’s most popular holiday attrac- 
tions, again bringing almost a million peo- 
ple to Ukiah for the “Midsized Town 
Christmas Festival and Wine Giveaway.” 

By the way, the wine giveaway was 
overshadowed this year by the closure of 
Microsoft Winery out of Hopland, where 
400 million cases were bottled each year. 
The giveaway was started by MiWi (as it 
was known locally) in 2014 and no one is 
certain whether the giveaway will be back 
in the coming year. 

On the positive side this year, Ukiah’s 
Freedom Skatepark finally opened to loud 
acclaim from city officials, although there 
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were snide comments from the folks at the 
senior center who said it wasn’t fair that 
their health insurance wouldn’t cover their 
favorite pastime. Still the 63 Ukiah resi- 
dents under the age of 18 were thrilled and 
showed off their skills in a fun opening cer- 
emony with only one injury. 

Construction began this year on the new 
reservoir and shopping plaza at the old 
DDR site which the developers sold to the 
county for $20 million in 2009. The Ukiah 
Trader Joe’s Coalition finally decided it 
was time to compromise with the 
Mendocino County Water District and 
allow both the new stores and the new 
reservoir to go through. The stores will be 
built on stilts atop the new water basin 
which will draw primarily from the massive 
underground water table shown to exist in a 
2018 study. The new reservoir will help 
relieve the constant drought conditions the 
county has suffered since Sonoma County 
entered into a contract with Los Angeles to 
send all the Lake Mendocino water south 
each summer, essentially draining the lake. 
The campgrounds around the lake were 
torn out and the lake bottom is being pre- 
pared for a new industrial park which the

How Joe Scaramella got into politics 


Joe Scaramella was Mendocino 
County’s Fifth District Supervisor from 
1952 to 1970. He died in 1996 at the age 
of 99. 

His first exposure to politics was via 
the then-popular American Socialist pub- 
lication “The Appeal to Reason” in the 
1910s. “I always had that lingering feel- 
ing that there was much to be desired in 
the way society operates,” he explained. 
Such publications didn’t have much of a 
following in Mendocino County. “That 
type of thinking was considered to be for- 
eign to American Principles as you could 
well understand.” 

How did he get hold of a Socialist pub- 
lication on the remote Mendocino Coast? 

“There was an old man, a railroad tie 
maker, who subscribed to it,” explained 
Joe. “When he got through with it he’d 
throw it away. I’d go pick it up. He was 
the only one of probably a couple of hun- 
dred people making ties at the Gualala 
Redwood Company who had any kind of 
active political feeling. I liked it. I used to 
see the potential for societal change 
myself, quite well.” 

Joe Scaramella left home at the age of 
18 because his father made some bad 
agreements with some smooth operators 
in Point Arena on a handshake and a 
promise -- after a few drinks -- and then 
his family would have to make good on 
the deal. 

“All you needed to do was go down to 
the cellar with him [Joe’s father] and 
open the spigot on the wine barrel and sit 
down to visit and tell him, by God, he 
was a smart man. I guess we all succumb 
to flattery at times. But these scheming 
adults would take advantage. He would 
enter into agreements and bargains that 
would condemn him and his family for- 
ever to get the short end of the stick. One 
time he told me, ‘You eat polenta, not 
words.’ In other words, once you give 
your word, you’re bound. I always felt 
that way too. Once you give your word, 
your obliged. If you don’t want to com- 
mit yourself, don’t give the word. If you 
give the word, then abide by it. That’s the 
way we operated. He was a good man. 
But, you’d have to add that he simply 
liked wine.” 

After leaving home Joe Scaramella 
went to San Francisco where he met and 
married his wonderful wife Geneva and 
then returned and started a repair garage

and later a gas station -- what is now 
Point Arena’s only gas station, Point 
Arena Shell. 

Joe got into politics initially in the 30s 
in the aftermath of a problem he had with 
a south coast school board: 

“The most significant thing that affect- 
ed my approach to politics was the time I 
had a contract to transport high school 
kids. I got that contract by means that 
some people thought were improper, 
although they were totally legal. The 
result was that it manifested itself into a 
political situation. The the man who pre- 
viously had the contract was elected to 
the school board. I had started out with a 
written three-year contract. But every 
time there was an election or board 
change they’d want me to go a little far- 
ther south, less north, etc. I was a little 
ignorant about such things. They would 
modify the contract by these oral instruc- 
tions, but I always did what the govern- 
ing board wanted me to do. All I tried to 
do was to accommodate them. I could 
have insisted on the terms of my written 
contract. But then I would have had trou- 
ble of course. However, I was just getting 
started and I thought I had to be a good 
guy so I accommodated them. So this fel- 
low who had the contract before got up 
on the board and raised all kinds of holy 
hell saying the governing board didn’t 
know what they were doing. And I cer- 
tainly didn’t know what I was doing -- I 
just obeyed their instructions. But 
according to him, what we were doing 
was Wrong! 

“And it was wrong -- technically, 
legally; it was not permissible. So they 
called me up there and, godammit, I 
thought I was heading right for San 
Quentin. So, damn it to hell. It was quite 
a scene. Fortunately, I had a friend there 
on the board who was more experienced 
and we cleared the situation up and I did- 
n’t suffer any consequences. But the 
exposure and the danger got me to think- 
ing: By God, No More! I would no longer 
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ON THE STREETS 


rely on those guys to tell me what to do, 
I was going to do it on my own and doc- 
ument it and have it out in the open, in 
writing and in public. And I made it a 
point in my life to make sure that kind of 
thing didn’t happen again.” And it wasn’t 
long before Joe Scaramella, a registered 
Republican, made his first run for 
Supervisor. 

Joe was the first non-rancher to be 
elected Supervisor in Mendocino County E4 
-- after the record-setting four unsuccess- f 
ful runs -- in 1952. As a non-rancher, Joe 
was called a “troublemaker” by some of 
his political opponents. 

“I was elected at a special election 
because John Ornbaun had passed away,” 
explained Joe. “I walked into the board- 
room one day just before the election and 
there was a lady by the name of Edith 
Beck who was the clerk of the board. I 
was highly critical of the board and their 
lack of standards and rules, and she knew 
about my criticisms. She said, ‘Am I 
going to have a job?’ -- just like that. I 
came back with ‘Why?’ She said, ‘Well 
everybody tells me that you’re a trouble- 
maker and you’re going to change the 
whole damn thing.’ I said, ‘Let’s get this 
thing straight. Anybody can get an axe 
and demolish things. It’s not my job to 
demolish things. My job is to construct 
things.’ I said, ‘You just do your job and 
you’ll have nothing to fear from me.’ And 
she was one of my best friends from that 
point on. They had fostered that notion 
that I was a troublemaker because I was 
critical. Perhaps sometimes unnecessari- 
ly. But, criticism in my judgment is an 
essential part of life. If nobody says any- 
thing negative, how can you expect 
things to improve?” 

And improve they did. Joe Scaramella 
went on to establish the county’s Civil 
Service Commission, write the Board’s 
first set of meeting rules, move the bud- 
get approval process from the Union 
Lumber Company’s lawyer’s office to the 
Board Chambers, oppose the giving away 
of Mendo water to Sonoma County, 
oppose the Dos Rios dam and many other 
real accomplishments and principled 
positions which subsequent boards of 
Supervisors couldn’t imagine much less 
get done.

Politics as always was tops in the news 
this year. Voters in the county are once more 
enjoying having actual polling places after it 
was discovered that the county elections 
office had sent more than 3,000 mail ballots 
to people in Del Norte County and had 
counted some 233 mail ballots three times in 
last year’s election for supervisor. 

That supervisor election was a doozy. 
After making election year promises of “No 
more trips to Paris,” two incumbents were 
discovered Christmas shopping in Vienna 
and claimed they were on county business 
researching winter festival tourism possibili- 
ties for our county. Of course they all say 
their $435,000 salary stifles their ability to 
research these things on their own. As a 
result, newcomers were elected who - so far 
anyway - promise to rein in the $900 million 
county budget and even try to trim the 
51,000 county employee roster. I say the 
first place to look is the county supervisors’ 
own office which now employs some 350 
people. 

Sadly the Palace Hotel was finally town 
down this year. While it certainly needed 


doing, it will always be a shame that the 
hotel was never able to return to its former 
glory. But once the roof fell in in 2010, and 
then the north wall fell into Smith Street in 
2013, it looked like the end. 

On a positive note, however, the site is 
now clear for the much-anticipated hemp 
clothing outlet which will draw customers 
from throughout the region. The city’s hemp 
plant, where the old Wal-Mart closed down 
in 2010, has been a real success story. Ever 
since the city launched its own hemp gar- 
dens in an effort to curb neighborhood pot 
growing by cultivating the marijuana-dilut- 
ing hemp plants, the hemp product facility 
has taken off as a wonderful new economic 
boost. With medical marijuana now readily 
available to patients through the county’s 
own pot gardens at the jail, the cultivation 
here has slowed to a trickle. Of course, 
when Laytonville seceded from the county 
in 2009 and became its own county in 2011, 
with liberal marijuana growing ordinances, 
all the growers moved there. Laytonville 
County now has its own airport and heli- 
copter pads for the quick transport of its 
renowned pot supplies and all its county 
supervisors serve free of charge, except 
Chairman John Pinches, who still collects 
mileage.

Looking back at 2007 


This time of the year provides an opportuni- 
ty to look back at some of the more noteworthy 
-- and unusual -- legal events of the year just 
past. And 2007 was no different from most 
other such years, providing a number of 
moments illustrating the mysterious manner in 
which the law operates, its wonders to per- 
form: 

e The top oddball legal story of the year -- 
perhaps of several years -- was the now-leg- 
endary lawsuit that Roy Pearson, an adminis- 
trative law judge, brought against a dry clean- 
ing business in Washington, D.C. for the loss 
of a pair of pants. In May, 2005, Pearson 
brought several suits Pearson to Custom 
Cleaners, but when he came back to retrieve 
them, one suit?s pants were missing.

Pearson, who based his lawsuit in part on 
the cleaners having a “Satisfaction 
Guaranteed” sign in their establishment, later 
dropped his demand to only $54 million.

times plays Santa, took his red velvet suit to 
Royal Cleaners, which accidentally gave it to 
someone else. The cleaners offered to pay him 
half the value of the nearly $400 suit. Instead 
(showing far more legal sensibility than Judge 
Pearson), Weisberg took the establishment to 
small claims court and won a $396.50 judg- 
ment for the, er, suit plus court costs. 

The cleaners didn’t pay up, though, but 


When the case went to trial in June, as Pearson 
described his frustration at not getting his pants 
back, he broke into tears, leading to a recess in 
the proceedings. The judge hearing the case 
was not impressed, however, and ruled in favor 
of the cleaners.

Police sent samples of the meat to the state 
crime lab; the misdemeanor charges were 
because Bull served the burger “without 
regards to the well-being of anyone who might 
consume it.”

the trial of carpenter Percy Honniball, who was 
charged with indecent exposure after being 
caught hammering nails and sawing wood in 
the nude. 

Honniball, 51, was arrested as he installed 
some cabinets at a client’s home. He testified 
that he prefers to work nude because it is more 
comfortable and helps him keep his clothes 
clean. He had already been put on probation in 
2003 after doing the same thing -- three times 
in neighboring Berkeley, which -- although tol- 
erant of many things -- has an ordinance 
against this. Oakland, however does not. Yet.

Stanford 
passes 
Fresno

STANFORD — Brook 
Lopez scored 19 points and 
12 rebounds against his 
hometown team, and Stanford 
tuned up for its Pac-10 opener 
by winning its seventh 
straight game, 55-48 over 
Fresno State on Saturday. 

Lopez, who starred at 
Fresno’s Memorial High 
School with his twin brother 
and Stanford teammate 
Robin, overwhelmed the 
Bulldogs (7-6) with his 7-foot 
size and dominating presence 
on both ends of the court in 
his first start of the season. 

Brook Lopez came off the 
bench the previous two games 
after missing the first 10 
because he was academically 
ineligible. He has shown few 
signs of rust, averaging 19.3 
points in his three games and 
showing that the Cardinal 
(11-1) will be a contender 
when conference play begins 
next week. 

The Cardinal open Pac-10 
play at home on Thursday 
night against No. 5 UCLA 
and play 24th-ranked 
Southern California two days 
later. That will be a big step 
up in competition from a non- 
conference schedule that did- 
n’t include games against any 
ranked teams. 

Stanford’s winning streak 
is its longest since opening 
the 2003-04 season 26-0 in 
Mike Montgomery’s final 
season as coach. 

But the Cardinal will have 
to play much better to contin- 
ue the streak next week. 
Stanford shot just 40 percent, 
committed 14 turnovers and 
set a season-low in points. 

They led by only five with 
7 minutes to go. But Anthony 
Goods hit a 3-pointer and 
Brook Lopez fed Robin for an 
easy basket that made it 44-34 
with 5:53 to go. Robin Lopez 
wasn’t nearly as effective as 
his brother, committing three 
turnovers and two fouls in 
four first-half minutes and 
finishing with six points and 
three rebounds. 

Goods scored 16 points, 
hitting three 3-pointers and 
also scoring on an emphatic 
baseline dunk over Hector 
Hernandez early in the second 
half. 

Kevin Bell scored 16 
points and Eddie Miller added 
10 for the Bulldogs, who open 
play in the Western Athletic 
Conference on Thursday 
night at Louisiana Tech. 

Stanford got off to a slug- 
gish start by missing seven of 
its first 10 shots and commit- 
ting seven turnovers in the 
opening 9 minutes. But after 
taking a 13-6 lead, Fresno 
State was unable to do any- 
thing right offensively.

Warriors forward Mickael 
Pietrus spent much of this 
summer waiting for a trade 
that would deliver him from 
Oakland. It didn’t happen, 
obviously, but beginning this 
week, that possibility will be 
once again in play. 

After signing Pietrus to a 
one-year qualifying offer 
worth $3.47 million, the 
Warriors have been prohibited 
from dealing him for three 
months -- a limitation that 
ends Tuesday. While both 


sides said they’re not actively 
seeking a divorce, there is no 
doubt that Pietrus would still 
like to wind up with a team 
where he’ll get more consis- 
tent playing time. And it’s 
equally clear that the Warriors 
are open to the idea of dealing 
their longest-tenured player. 
“If a trade is offered, PI 
go,” said Pietrus, who has the 
right to veto any deal because 
he would have to relinquish 
his “Bird rights,” potentially 
costing himself money on the 
free agent market next sum- 
mer. “Pll give up my ‘Bird

rights’ for 35 minutes (per 
game).” 

According to executive 
vice president Chris Mullin, 
the Warriors are not flogging 
Pietrus’ wares, but they are 
amenable to a trade if offered 
something suitably desirable. 

That was a big stumbling 
block over the summer, when 
Pietrus’ agents tried diligently 


but unsuccessfully to broker a 
deal. Golden State was less 
than enamored with all the 
choices Bill McCandless and 
Happy Walters were able to 
provide. 

“There’s no urgency. That’s 
not something I can control. 
That’s the (front) office’s job

BEVERLY HILLS — J Leman finds peace when a lawn- 


mower is buzzing in his ear. 


He loves watching infomercials, too, because who isn’t fas- 
cinated by the latest, greatest juice-making machines? And 
don’t ask about his diet: “I can’t talk about the diet. It’s per 


Coach’s rules.” 


The star linebacker may have his quirks, but Illinois knows 
exactly what to expect every time he steps on the field. 

All but ignored coming out of high school, Leman led the 
13th-ranked Illini on a surprising run to the Rose Bowl and a 
meeting with No. 6 Southern California. A second-team All- 
American, the senior has 124 tackles and is averaging 10.33 — 
tied for 22nd in the nation and third in the Big Ten. He’s about 
to play in his biggest game, and he can’t help but look beyond 


that. 


“To say I haven’t thought about it would definitely be a lie,” 


Leman said. 


And to say playing in the NFL was a realistic goal would 
have seemed like a stretch five years ago. 

Leman, whose given name is Jeremy Jacob Leman, got just 
two scholarship offers late in his senior season at Champaign 
Central — one from Illinois State, the other from the hometown 
university. He weighed 205 pounds coming out of high school, 
didn’t have much speed, but he wasted little time stepping on 
the fast track once he got to college. 

He needed just three years to earn a degree in speech com- 
munications, and he just finished his masters in human resource 
education. His progress on the field was just as rapid. 

“I knew once some school gave me a chance I’d work my 
way into getting some playing time, and now, I’m kind of in the 
same situation,” he said. “If one team gives me a chance, PI 
work my way and make that team. I’m just asking for a 


chance.” 


Leman made the most of his opportunity at Illinois. 

He adopted a high-protein diet that involves raw eggs, olive 
oil, nuts and cheese to bulk up early in his college career, and 
he now carries 243 pounds on his 6-foot-3 frame. Leman would 
not discuss his culinary ideas because coach Ron Zook would 


prefer he keeps them to himself.

and my agents’,” Pietrus said. 
“My thing so far right now is 
doing what I can do for the 
team and not thinking about 
anything else. It’s a business, 
things happen every day, so if 
it happens to me, it’s not the 
first time it happened to some- 
body. I’m trying to support 
my teammates and play bas- 
ketball.” 

Pietrus set new career- 
highs in almost every catego- 
ry you can think of last sea- 
son, his fourth in the NBA but 
first with new coach Don 
Nelson. Nelson reined in 
Pietrus’ tendencies to try and 
do too much offensively, and 
the 24-year-old enjoyed an 8.4 
percent leap in his field-goal 
percentage, to 48.8, and 7.0 
percent increase in his 3-point 
accuracy, to 38.8. 

But this year, Pietrus’ role 
has shrunk, not grown. After 
averaging 26.9 minutes a 
game last season, Pietrus has- 
n’t reached that level once in 
16 appearances since Nov. 24. 

His shooting numbers are 
back down near their career 
totals, and his averages in 
scoring (6.0 points per game, 
down from 11.1) and 
rebounding (2.9 from 4.5) 
have tumbled. 

Asked recently if Pietrus 
still has growth left in his 
game after four years in the 
NBA and four more in France, 
Nelson said, “I hope there’s a 


little growth there 
where. 

“He hasn’t played as well 
this year as he did last year. I 
don’t know why he hasn’t 
played as well. He’s going to 
say it’s because he’s not play- 
ing; I’m going to say he’s not 
playing because he’s not play- 
ing well. Do you want to get 
into that one?” 

Nelson said Friday before 
Golden State’s 124-120 loss 
to Denver that his more senior 
bench players swingmen such 
as Pietrus, Matt Barnes and 
Kelenna Azubuike were going 
to get their chance to help out 
over the Warriors’ tretch of 
seven contests against other 
Western Conference playoff 
hopefuls. 

That stretch might also 
serve as a bit of an audition 
process; one talent evaluator 
spotted at a recent Warriors 
game was paying close atten- 
tion to every move made by 
Pietrus, Barnes and Azubuike, 
all of whom could be free 
agents at season’s end. 

Pietrus said he’s not wor- 
ried that potential suitors 
being thrown off by his 
decreased numbers while 
learning a new position as an 
undersized power forward. 

“Teams already know what 
I’m capable to bring,” Pietrus 
said. “In my mind, I’m 
already ready no matter what, 
where I go to. Right now, I’m 
just trying to focus on trying 
to just getting as many wins as 
we can and we’ll see later.”

Weinke 
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Weinke was signed by the 
49ers on Dec. 12 to shore up 
depth after they lost their top 
two quarterbacks to injury. 
Trent Dilfer suffered what 
proved to be a season-ending 
concussion Dec. 9 against 
Minnesota and Alex Smith 
underwent season-ending 
surgery to repair damage from 
a shoulder separation suffered 
Sept. 30. 

Shaun Hill, who began the 
season as the 49ers’ third 
quarterback, led the team to 
successive wins against 
Cincinnati and Tampa Bay but 
he took a shot to the back at 
the end of a scramble against 
the Bucs last Sunday. 

On Friday, Coach Mike 
Nolan disclosed that Hill, who 
had been troubled all week by 
back spasms, also had suf- 
fered three fractures to the 
transverse process in his lower 
back last Sunday. Nolan ruled 
Hill out for Sunday’s game 
against Cleveland and named 
Weinke the starter. Former 
UCLA quarterback Drew 
Olson was activated from the 
practice squad to serve as the 
backup. 

“Tf you had asked me three 
weeks ago did I think would 
be starting a game this year, I 
would have probably 
answered no. But I’m excited 
about it and look forward to 
the challenge,” Weinke said. 
“PFI go out there and try to 
manage the offense the best 
that I can.” 

Weinke has only been on 
the field for one snap since 
joining the 49ers he handed 


the ball off to Frank Gore last 
Sunday while a shaken Hill 
regrouped on the sideline after 
taking a hard hit. 

He hasn’t thrown a pass in 
an NFL game since making 
three starts for the Panthers 
last December. His three prac- 
tices this past week marked 
his first extensive work with 
the 49ers’ first-team offense. 

“We’re going to battle with 
somebody that hasn’t been 
here very long and doesn’t 
know the offense very well,” 
49ers offensive coordinator 
Jim Hostler said. “How we 
look on Sunday is hard to pre- 
dict.” 

Hill said he expects 
Weinke, who has appeared in 
27 games in six NFL seasons, 
to be just fine. 

“Chris has had a great week 
of practice,” Hill said. “He’ll 
be ready to go and I think he’ II 
play well.” 

Weinke said he has a good 
feel for the game plan and has 
developed a pretty good work- 
ing relationship with the play- 
ers that surround him. 

“It helped me to be able to 
take all the reps with the 
offense this week so that I 
could be more comfortable,” 
Weinke said. “The coaches 
did a nice job of putting a 
game plan together to take 
advantage of the players that 
we have and also make it a sit- 
uation where I felt comfort- 
able. 

“But first and foremost, I’m 
going to go out and have fun. 
That’s why I started playing 
this game when I was a kid. 
That’s what we’re going to do 
Sunday.”

Larry Cunningham led UC 
Riverside (3-8) with 19 
points, and Jalonni Diggs 
scored 10 for the Highlanders, 
who played USC to a 34-34 
tie in the first half. 


Gibson’s dunk with 14:22 
left put the Trojans up 44-43 
and, with Mayo scoring eight 
points during the run, they 
opened a 61-53 lead with 3:50 
remaining. 

Mayo made several spec- 
tacular plays during that 
stretch, including one drive 
where he stumbled and almost 
fell at the start, managed to 
keep control of the ball, 
regained his balance going 
down the lane and made a 
layup with two defenders try- 
ing to block the shot. 

On another play, he thread- 
ed a pass between defenders 
to Keith Wilkinson under the 
basket for an easy layup. 

Cunningham hit four of his 
five 3-point shots and scored 
13 points in the first half for 
the Highlanders, who were 
ahead by as much as 29-19 
with 5:52 remaining before 
the Trojans began to come 
back.

“What I just said is, “If I 
were you, I wouldn’t spend a 
whole lot of time talking 
about your diet,” Zook said.

Rick Neuheisel returning 
to UCLA as head coach

LOS ANGELES — Rick Neuheisel is 
returning to college coaching at the 
school where he first found fame and suc- 
cess. 

Neuheisel, a quarterback who was the 
MVP in UCLA’s 1984 Rose Bowl victo- 
ry and later served as a Bruins assistant 
under Terry Donahue, was hired Saturday 
as his alma mater’s 16th coach. 

His five-year contract is for $1.25 mil- 
lion annually, plus incentives. 

The 46-year-old Neuheisel succeeds 
Karl Dorrell, who was fired Dec. 3 after 
five seasons on the job. Dorrell, who 
caught two of Neuheisel’s scoring passes 
in UCLA’s 45-9 victory over Illinois in 
the 1984 Rose Bowl, had no head coach- 
ing experience before taking the Bruins’ 
job. 

Athletic director Dan Guerrero said 
Neuheisel’s experience and success as a 
head coach were significant. 

“In the end it was all about 66 colle- 
giate wins, a percentage that places him 
among the top active coaches in the coun- 
try, and an opportunity for Rick to start 
anew with a clean slate at his alma 
mater,” Guerrero said in a conference 
call. 

“He brings an energy, enthusiasm and 
a swagger that we needed.” 

Neuheisel spent the last three seasons 
as an assistant coach for the NFL’s 
Baltimore Ravens, and will conclude his 
duties with them when they face 
Pittsburgh on Sunday. He served as quar- 
terbacks coach in 2005-06, and was pro- 
moted to offensive coordinator last 
January. 

“This is something that has been my 
blood,” Neuheisel said of the college 
game. “I’ve missed it the last five years. 

“It’s a thrill for me to return to my 
alma mater and take over a program that 
I think can and should be one of the best 
in the country.” 

He had a 66-30 record as a head coach 
at Colorado from 1995-98 and 
Washington from 1999-2002. 

He hasn’t been in the college game

since Washington fired him in 2003 for 
participating in a betting pool on the 
NCAA basketball tournament. 

He sued for wrongful termination from 
Washington and settled in March 2005 
with UW and the NCAA for $4.5 million. 

Colorado was placed on two years’ 
probation by the NCAA for infractions 
committed while he was the Buffaloes’ 
coach. 

All were deemed secondary violations 
and most involved improper contact with 
recruits. 

Neuheisel said he took full responsi- 
bility for his past errors in judgment, and 
assured Guerrero and other UCLA offi- 
cials that he’d learned from his mistakes. 

“They have my complete, unequivocal 
promise that this will never happen 
again,” he said. 

Guerrero said Neuheisel’s problems at 
Washington and Colorado were a concern 
during interviewing process, but added, 
“They happened 5-10 years ago. I think 
he’s much wiser and more mature. I don’t 
think it’s going to be an issue at all at 
UCLA.” 

After leaving Washington, Neuheisel 
began his road back to coaching that fall 
as a volunteer assistant coaching quarter- 
backs at Seattle’s Rainier Beach High 
School. 

He said he gained valuable experience 
both as a high school coach in the inner- 
city, and as an assistant with the Ravens. 

“That (high school) was a grass roots 
reminder of what football is all about,” he 
said, explaining that it wasn’t just x’s and 
0’s, “but making sure kids had bus tokens 
to get home. 

“In the last three years, I have gotten a 
chance to learn in the NFL and be around 
the best in the game. It’s like the grad 
school of football.” 

The Bruins were 35-27 under Dorrell, 


including 6-6 this season. They lost to 
BYU 17-16 in the Las Vegas Bowl under 
defensive coordinator DeWayne Walker, 
who was also a candidate for the head 
coaching job. 

Neuheisel wants to keep Walker on the 
staff. 

“I have told Dan that DeWayne Walker 
is my No. 1 recruit,” Neuheisel said. “I 
know he’s a coveted, sought-after guy 
because of the way he’s performed and 
the person he is.” 

Others interviewed for the head coach- 
ing job were Temple coach Al Golden, 
Oregon coach Mike Bellotti, Tennessee 
Titans offensive coordinator Norm Chow 
and Philadelphia Eagles assistant John 
Harbaugh. 

Golden, Bellotti and Chow all took 
themselves out of consideration. 

Ravens coach Brian Billick had been 
supportive of Neuheisel’s bid to move 
back into the college ranks. 

“Rick Neuheisel has been, and will 
make, an outstanding college coach,” 
Billick said earlier this season. “The col- 
lege game needs coaches like Rick 
Neuheisel.” 

Donahue said UCLA made a “great 
hire.” 

“Rick is a proven head coach with a 
very successful record in the Pac-10 and 
he will be able to compete with any team 
in the conference,” Donahue said. “He 
will do a great job in attracting some of 
the best football players in the country to 
Westwood. 

“It’s great that they have kept it in the 
Bruin Family. A lot of the former players 
and alumni will be excited about this 
hire.” 

Neuheisel began his playing career at 
UCLA in 1979 as a non-scholarship play- 
er on special teams.

the officers went to the house 
at 495 N. Dora St. about 12:40 
a.m. Saturday on reports of a 
domestic disturbance. 

The suspect had been at the 
home earlier in the evening and 
had allegedly attacked his girl- 
friend before leaving the house. 

The caller told police that her 
boyfriend had returned and was 
trying to break into the house 
through the front door. She also 
told officers she thought he 
might be armed, according to 
police reports. 

When officers reached the 
house, the suspect had moved 
to the back door and the woman 
let officers in through the front 
door. 

Officers moved to the back 
of the house and found a male 
neighbor holding the back door 
closed against the suspect. 

Officers moved the man 
away from the door, told the 
suspect they were police offi- 
cers and ordered him to stop. 

The suspect broke through 
the door and allegedly pointed a 
sawed off shotgun at the offi- 
cers from a few feet away, 
according to police reports. 

“Tt was very chaotic,” said 
UPD Chief Chris Dewey. “The 
suspect and the officers were 
only a few feet apart when it 
happened.” 

The officers fired at the man 
an unknown number of times.

This is the second shooting 
involving UPD officers this 
year. In April, four officers con- 
ducting a gang and probation 
sweep of South Dora Street shot 
and killed Cesar Mendez after 
he refused to stop when asked, 


drew a gun and fired at the offi- 
cers. 

The District Attorney’s 
Office later ruled that shooting 
justified.

Police restrain woman 
stabbing herself at motel

Two Ukiah Police officers 
saved a woman who allegedly 
tried to kill herself in a Super 
8 motel room Saturday morn- 
ing, according to police 
reports. 

At 9:49 a.m. Saturday, offi- 
cers received a 911 call from 
someone who said a woman at 
the motel was trying to kill 
herself by drinking bathroom 
cleaner. 

UPD Officers Quincy 
Cromer and Jeffery Andrade 
drove to the motel, where they 
found a woman lying on the 
floor of a motel room stabbing 
herself repeatedly in the chest 


and arms with a fixed blade 
knife, according to police 
reports. 

Cromer and Andrade 
restrained the woman while 
she was still armed and wres- 
tled the knife away from her. 
Ukiah Police officer Dan 
Lockart arrived at the motel 
and all three officers began to 
administer first aid to the 
woman until medical person- 
nel from the Ukiah Fire 
Department arrived. 

The woman was transport- 
ed to Ukiah Valley Medical 
Center for treatment. Police 
are not releasing her name 
because the incident is being 
treated as an attempted sui- 
cide.

Dialing up the best cellular rates 
Consumer reports A

Cell-phone service seems 
to stubbornly resist improve- 
ment. Consumer Reports’ 
National Research Center 
recently found that fewer than 
half the respondents ques- 
tioned in its Annual Survey of 
Cell Phone Service were com- 
pletely or very satisfied. That 
makes cell service one of the 
lower-rated services that CR 
surveys, as it has been for the 
past six years. 

Mandatory contract exten- 
sions were one of respon- 
dents’ top-two complaints, 
tied with high service costs. 
More than 60 percent of 
respondents who made 
changes to their service plan 
in the past year said they were 
required to extend their con- 
tract as part of the deal. And 
that number might understate 
the problem, since according 
to allegations in recent legal 
filings, some carriers haven’t 
always been upfront with cus- 
tomers about such extensions. 

Still, there are bright spots. 
Verizon and Alltel scored bet- 
ter in CR’s ratings than other 
providers this year, as they 
have in the past. T-Mobile 
matched satisfaction rates for 
Verizon in almost all the cities 
surveyed. And T-Mobile plans 


money than those of Verizon 
or Alltel. Meanwhile, cell car- 
riers are getting more con- 
sumet-friendly. Last fall, most 
pledged to prorate their hefty 
$150 to $200 early-termina- 
tion fees and end their heavy- 
handed practice of mandatory 
contract extensions when cus- 
tomers make changes to their 
service plans. 

SOLUTIONS TO CELL- 
PHONE PROBLEMS 

Despite such positive 
developments, it’s still up to 
the consumer to take charge of 
fixing problems with cell- 
phone service. Consider these 
steps: 

e Problem: poor coverage. 

Solution: Learn from CR 
readers’ experiences. Alltel 
and Verizon got high marks 
across the board for connec- 
tivity. T-Mobile had relatively 
high satisfaction scores, 
although customers com- 
plained of a lack of service in 
some cities. AT&T also had 
problems with gaps in service 
and static, and with Sprint for 
dropped calls. Check the sig- 
nal strength down to street 
level in the areas in which the 
phone will be used most fre-

¢ Problem: unsatisfactory 
customer service. 

Solution: Again, heed the 
voice of experience -- without 
expecting too much. In CR’s 
survey, Alltel, T-Mobile and 
Verizon were the better choic- 
es in a bad lot for customer 
service. Only about 40 percent 
of their customers said these 
companies were very helpful 
with queries and service com- 
plaints. 

¢ Problem: early-termina- 
tion fees. 

Solution: Customers near 
the end of a contract should 
wait until it runs out before 
quitting the company. Those 
at the very beginning of a con- 
tract can take advantage of 14- 
to 30-day free-trial periods 
that permit canceling new 
accounts without penalties. 
Customers can also consider 
transferring their contracts by 
going to 
www.celltradeuse.com or 
www.cellswapper.com. For 
$15 or $20, they can transfer a 
contract with the cell carrier’s 
approval. The person who 
takes over the phone and ser- 
vice becomes responsible for 
future payments.

Solution: Be vigilant. 
Scrutinize contract details, 
monthly billing statements 
and “free” offers or promo- 
tions. 

FIVE WAYS TO CUT 
CELL-PHONE BILLS 

Look into special-caller 
deals. Verizon Wireless and 
AT&T don’t charge for calls 
to other customers using the 
same service, while some 
companies provide free call- 
ing to several designated num- 
bers. Avoid overage charges. 
Customers who expect to use 
their cell more than usual can 
temporarily increase their 
monthly plan’s minute allot- 
ment to avoid overage 
charges, which can be as high 
as 45 cents per minute. 

Control children’s phone 
use. Consider AT&T’s Smart 
Limits for Wireless service, a 
$5-a-month option that allows 
parents to control, via the 
Web, the numbers children 
can call, text or instant mes- 
sage, plus timing and dura- 
tion. Shop around for the 
extras. Comparing carriers or 
plans only by voice minutes 
can be an expensive mistake 
for those who heavily use the 
phone’s other capabilities 
such as text messaging, which

Q: My 10-year-old daughter received 
$100 and a Wall Street Journal subscrip- 
tion from her aunt for Christmas. She’s 
picked a few stocks to invest in, but we 
don’t know who to talk to in order to 
invest her money. Although it is “fun 
money,” she does plan to buy, hold and 
invest more in the future (from her 
allowance). Who do we call to get start- 
ed? 

A: You can open an account with an 
online discount broker. Because your 
daughter is a minor, you’ll need to estab- 
lish an account under the Uniform Gifts 
(or Transfers) to Minors Act, naming 
yourself as custodian on her behalf. This 
makes the account hers, but with your 
oversight, until she’s 18 to 21 years old. 
But $100 is not enough, because you’ll 
want to buy several shares of each stock, 
and commissions will ding you for each 
transaction. You might want to give her 
some additional money to help jumpstart 
her effort. It’d be worth it -- and read the 
WSJ each evening with her. She’ll get a 
great education from this exercise (and 
lots of wealth, too!) 

Q: I am 67 and retired. I own some 
real estate that provides me with about 
$1,600 per month income and I collect 
$1,388 per month from Social Security. 
My wife is in better financial shape with 
an income of about $6,000 per month. 
We had a late-in-life marriage, kept our 
pre-marital property separate, and we 
split all our expenses. We don’t want to 
move from the Washington area, but it is 
difficult for me to meet my obligations. I 
have about $89,000 in IRA and 401(k) 
plans, which I plan to start drawing from 
at 70-1/2, and about $60,000 in a money 
market. Part of my real estate is a rental 
townhouse worth about $500,000 with 12 
years left on a mortgage of $166,000. 

Recently, I sold some land and cleared 
$163,000. Is there some kind of invest- 
ment that would generate additional 
income for me? All I need is another

DEAR BRUCE: My wife and I have 
several accounts in different banks. We 
are in our 80s. One of our insurance 
agents wants us to take this money and 
invest in insurance accounts that will 
double the guaranteed interest payments 
we are receiving from the banks. We are 
not sure which way to go. We want to 
protect our principal. -- T.P., via e-mail 

DEAR T.P.: The likelihood is that the 
salesman is trying to persuade you to 
invest in some kind of annuity. Annuities 
return a little higher percentage rate, but 
oftentimes, the salesman (not financial 
adviser) tends to exaggerate the amount 
of the return. The annuity is nothing more 
than a contract between you and a com- 
pany, and there is a possibility that the 
company could go broke. I’ve never been 
a big fan of annuities, as many readers 
know. If you were younger, it might be 
what you are looking for; but in your 
senior years, there may come a time 
when you’ll need to get at that money --

A: You’re actually in fine financial 
shape, and I see no need for you to have 
to move. Simply invest the $163,000 into 
a diversified portfolio and draw the 
$1,000 per month from it. If the portfolio 
earns 7 percent per year, the account will 
last virtually forever. Even if the account 
earns only 5 percent per year, it will last 
20 or more. When the account is finally 
depleted, you’ll simply turn to some of 
your other assets to replace or enhance 
that income. You should neither to take 
any drastic steps, nor should you invest 
the money in an aggressive or speculative 
manner. All you need to do is obtain a 
conservative, well-diversified portfolio. 
The portfolios we build for retirees who 
need income typically comprise as many 
as 17 separate asset classes and are 
designed to provide them with the 
income they need while protecting them 
against the impact of inflation. Proceed in 
this manner and you should be fine. 

One might think that the above advice 
is rather obvious, but because it appears 
to have eluded you, I suspect that you’re 
preoccupied with something other than 
the need for some extra income. I wonder 
if perhaps you’re bothered by the fact that 
your wife’s income is twice as high as 
yours, that by extension her investments 
are worth twice as much as yours and, as 
a result, you shudder at the thought of 
slowly selling some of the assets you’ve 
accumulated over your lifetime because 
doing so would only increase the dispari- 
ty between your wife’s net worth state- 
ment and your own. This is nothing to

DEAR BRUCE: I am wondering 
whether there is any merit in diversifying 
my assets among fund families. I current- 
ly have 90 percent of my investments in 
one of the largest fund families and have 
just received a moderate inheritance. It 
would be easy to manage all of the 
money in one place. What are the risks in 
having all of it in just one fund? -- 
Reader, via e-mail 

DEAR READER: Having a degree of 
diversification cannot hurt. There are 
many fine families of funds out there, and 
since you have most of your assets in 
one, I would choose a second one that has 
demonstrated a good performance.

scoff at. If you don’t come to terms with 
your feelings, you’ll end up insisting to 
your wife that you both must leave 
Washington because you can’t afford to 
stay. If she’s aware of your finances, she 
might claim (rightfully, I might add) that 
the problem goes away if you’d simply 
agree to sell some of your assets. If you 
resist, arguments will ensue -- and if left 
unresolved, you could end up getting 
divorced. You can easily and obviously 
generate plenty of income -- far more 
than you say you need. So you need to 
ask yourself some tough questions. Are 
you resisting because you know that 
doing so would weaken your financial 
position relative to your wife’s? Would 
you really rather move so that you don’t 
have to boost income, sell assets or cut 
expenses? Which relationship do you 
value more -- the one with your wife or 
the one with your balance sheet? 

These are the questions you must 
address, and until you do, questions 
about boosting income and developing 
diversified portfolios are nothing but 
convenient (and temporary) smoke- 
screens that are preventing you from 
addressing what really matters. 

Q: My wife and I are near retirement. 
It has been suggested at this time that 
converting our traditional IRAs to Roth 
IRAs is a good idea. It appears that doing 
so would reduce our tax hit when we 
reach 70-1/2. At that time, we would be 
forced to take approximately $70,000 out 
of our IRAs each year, which would 
place us in a much higher tax bracket. I 
have never heard of this action before. Is 
it legal or even a good idea? 

A: Yes, it’s legal, but it might not be 
smart. By converting your IRAs to Roth 
IRAs, you’ll be triggering taxes on the 
entire balance immediately. So while the 
future withdrawals would be tax-free, 
that’s only because you'll have already 
paid all the taxes, in full, and at the top 
tax bracket. Bottom line: Don’t do this.

attorney for my father, who is consider- 
able debt. He has asked me to help con- 
trol his spending. His health is not good. 
As his power of attorney, will I end up 
assuming his debt after his death? --

DEAR READER: Unless you agree 
or in some way co-sign for his debts 
while he is here, you have no obligation 
when he passes away. The fact that you 
have power of attorney simply allows 
you to do what the law proscribes with 
his assets. He should have a will that 
names his beneficiaries and the way he 
wishes to distribute his assets. However, 
before any distribution can be made, the 
executor is obliged to pay his just debts. 
If there are insufficient funds to accom- 
plish that, he must go to the courts to 
determine what percentage of the assets 
goes to each creditor.

I also use a clear vinyl carpet runner in my entry- 
way during the winter months, and I wipe it down with a 
towel that I’ve designated for this purpose. A mop would 
work well, too. 

DEAR SARA: I have an icky smell in the house. The 
house lately just has this horrid odor that’s like smelly feet 
mixed with the smell of rubber. We open windows and 
spray perfume, and I washed a huge section of carpet that 
I thought might be the cause, but that didn’t work, either.

DEAR HEATHER: I can’t say for certain without 
being in your house, but it sounds like it could be coming 
from either shoes or your bathroom plunger. I’d buy a new 
plunger and discard the old one. As for the shoes, you can 
try a few different methods to get rid of odor. Use crum- 
pled newspaper or baking soda inside the shoes, or pour 
kitty litter into a spare sock and place that in the shoes. I 
would put the shoes outside to dry, and air out old shoes, 
too.

If you 
want to buy only one duster, consider one that has an 
extendable handle to reach ceilings, walls, corners and 
doorframes. Try to avoid the cheap colored feather 
dusters. The feathers tend to break and can scratch some 
surfaces. 

DEAR SARA: I read that you use dishrags more than 
paper towels to clean up your kitchen. I’m thinking of 
transferring over, but how do you use them?

Document until February 19, 2008. The Sub- 
stitute Environmental Document has been 
prepared for the Draft Policy under Section 
21080.5 of the Public Resources Code. 
Description of the Proposed Policy and 
Location of the Policy Area 

Water Code section 1259.4, which was added 
by Assembly Bill 2121 (Stats. 2004, ch. 943, 
§ 3), requires the State Water Board to adopt 
principles and guidelines for maintaining in- 
stream flows in northern California coastal 
streams for the purposes of water right ad- 
ministration. The North Coast Instream Flow 
Policy implements Water Code section 
1259.4. 

The Draft Policy will apply to applications to 
appropriate water, small domestic use and 
livestock stockpond registrations, and water 
right petitions. The geographic scope of the 
Draft Policy | encompasses coastal streams 
from the Mattole River to San Francisco and 
coastal streams entering northern San Pablo 
Bay, and extends to five counties -- Marin, 
Sonoma, and portions of Napa, Mendocino, 
and Humboldt counties. 

The Draft Policy establishes principles and 
guidelines for maintaining instream flows for 
the protection of fishery resources. It pre- 
scribes protective measures regarding the 
season of diversion, minimum bypass flows, 
maximum cumulative diversion, and permit- 
ting of onstream dams. The Draft Policy con- 
tains guidelines for evaluating whether a pro- 
posed water diversion, in combination with 
existing diversions in a watershed, may affect 
instream flows needed for the protection of 
fishery resources. 

Significant Environmental Effects Antici- 
pated as a Result of Policy Implementation 

As described in the Draft Substitute Environ- 
mental Document, adoption and implementa- 
tion of the Draft Policy has no direct effects 
on the environment. Depending on actions 
taken by affected persons, implementation of
